(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
I Ottawa, Oct. 28. — The government 
advertisement calling for models of the 
proposed statue of the Queen to be 
erected in front of the parliamentary 
buildings restricts the offer to Canadian 
sculptors, but up to the present not a 
single one has been received from a Ca- 
nadian artist. On the other hand sev- 
eral designB have been received from 
British artists. It ia not unlikely that 
the government will have lo remove 
some of the restrictions contained in the 
advertisement. 

About one hundred Liberals from the 
county of Soulanges came to town yes- 
terday to see .the Premier in the matter 
of patronage in the counties of Sdalanges 
and Vaudreuil. The ground of the com- 
plaints is that the stalwarts of the party 
are not getting a fair share of the spoils 
on the fsnulangflH canal. They maintain 
that ]2ngineer Schreiber is only 
employing Oonservativee, who still 
get all the work they want, the 
same as when their friends were 
in power. It was aleo nllej^ed that in- 
stead of fiiving employment to the peo- 
ple in these counties, tlie of!"iCialB of the 
department brouglit men from the mar- 
itime provinces. One of the spealvers 
commenced an attaclj on Hon. Mr. Tarte, 
but the Premier stopped liim, saying 
that the matter should be diecuesed in 
private. He said he was glad to receive 
the presentation of the deputation. 

It is the intention of Mr. Balderson, 
late secretary of the department of r<iil* 
ways aud canals, tp appeal to the 
Supreme court from the decision of Mr. 
Justice Burbidge decling to add ten 
years to his service to the country for 
superannuation allowance. 

Arrangements are being made where- 
by Sir Oliver Mowat will retire from tlie 
Jepartmeut of justice earlier than was 
anticipated. It is eaid tliat he will 
likely be ssvorn in I>ieut. -Governor of 
Ontario about the middleof nest month. 
Hon. David Mills will be sworn in as 
Minister of Justice at the same time. 

A split among local French Liberals 
has led to a new club being formed. 

The minister of militia has awarded 
the contract for clothing for the coming 
year; the eiiccessful tenderers being 
Hamilton and Montreal men. 



FRANCE AND THE MAHDI. 

Reportec' Understanding Between Them as 
to the Independence of the Soudan. 

Paris, Oct. 28.— The Eclair publishes a 
remarkable article to-day to the effect 
that three French missions are now on 

their way to Khartoum by forced 
marches as the result of an understand- 
ing with the Mahdi, reached in 1806, by 
which France recognizes the Soudan as 
an independent state under the suze- 
rainty of the Sultan of Turkey in return 
for certain concessions. 

In conclusion the Eclair says : France 
is acting in these regions by the express 
desire of the Mahdi, and in conformity 
with the principle of the raaintenace of 
the integrity of the Ottoman empire, in- 
cessantly proclaimed by M. Hanotaux, 
the French minister for foreign alTairs. 

Paris, Oct. 28.— The British and 
French commissioners appointed to dis 
cuss the territorial disputes in West 
Africa between France and Great Rritain 
will begin their eesaions to-morrow, the 
French minister of foreign afTairs and 
the British ambassador to France having 
decided n|fotr^he general lines of the 
discussion.

Spain's Reply to the United State* of a 
Conciliatory Nature. 

WA.sniN(iTON, Oct. 2S.— The Spanish 
reply to Minister Woodford's note con- 
cerning Cuba, which was received here 
yesterday, will be laid before the cab- 
inet at the resular naeeting to-morrow. 
Meanwhile members of the President's 
ollicial family have not seen the mes* 
sage.

Cold and Hungry They Invade Shops and 
Seize Clothing and Food. 

BuiNDisi, Italy,' Oct. 28. — A despatch 
from Athens which the censor there re- 
faeed to allow the operators to send, 
says that great excitement prevailed at 
the Greek capital on Monday. 
Several hundred volunteers, the 
message continues, invaded many of 
the shops of that city and seized 
clothing and food. The shop-keepers 
resisted, some of them using arms in bo 
doing. This caused a panic. All of the 
shops in the city were hurriedly closed, 
and finally the rioters were dispersed by 
strong patrols of troops, who succeeded 
in arresting the ringleaders.

Coiiffratnlates the Territories on 
Obtaininff a Complete System of 
Self Government. 



Winnipeg, Oct. 28. — (Special)— The 
third session of the third legislature of 

the Northwest Territories opened at Ee- 
gina to-day. There was only a small at- 
tendance of members. Lieut.-Governor 
Mackintosh in his speech from tfie throne 
made reference to the many expressions 
of loyalty throughout the West to Her 
Majesty during the month of jubilee. 
He was happy to be able to congratulate 
them upon the many evidences of pros- 
perity to be seen all over the Territories 
as a result of n bountiful harvest, sound 
condition and good prospects of all our 
important industries. Continuing, His 
Honor said : 

" The wonderfuldiscoveries of mineral 
wealth in hitherto unexplored parts of 
the TciTitorioa anil the almost absolute 
certainty of establishing ready means of 
access to the gold fields from the settled 
portion of tho country promise most 
beneficial results in the way of opening 
up new markets for our staple productc, 
while the building of the Crow's Neet 
Pass railway will enable stock-raieers 
and agriculturists to avail themaelven of 
the constant and increasing demand for 
food supplies of all kinds from the rich 
mining region of the neighboring prov- 
ince of British Columbia. 

" Since the last meeting of tho legisla- 
ture important chaiiL'os in the oonBtitii- 
tion of the territories have been made 
by the act passed last session of the 
federal parliament. In accordance with 
tho provisions of that act I have chosen 
an executive council, and can now con- 
gratulate the territories upon hav- 
ing obtained a completely re- 
sponsible system of goverment. 
In consequence of Ibis change 
a reorganization of the offices of the gov- 
ernment and the creation of public de- 
partments for the more efficient carrying 
on of the public service will be found 
necBBsary, and measures having those 
ends in view will be eubpiltted for your 
consideration."

Wa.siiingto.v, Oct. 28. — In reliable 
quarters it is stated that the conference 
between Russia, Japan and tho United 
States now proceeding hero in reference 
to sealing in the Behring Sea and the 
North Pacific has advanced to an im- 
portant stage, and that a proposition has 
been reduced to writing which, if ac- 
cepted, will bring about a complete 
change in the sealing question. The 
proposition is said to be acceptable to 
the United States. It is understood to 
bo acceptable similarly to the Russian 
delegates now here, but in view of the 
restrictions placed upon them by their 
credentials, it has been thought desir- 
able to cable to St. Petersburg for final 
instructions. 

The Japan delegates are understood 
to have felt at first that the proposition 
would not be in their interest, but on 
fuller conference' Mr, Fujita determined 
to cable, the substance of the proposition 
to his governmeBt, accompanying it with 
a ' recommendation of its acceptance. 
Little doubt is entertained that Russia 
will accept the proposition, and in view 
of Mr. Fujita's recommendation it is be- 
lieved that Japan will also join. The 
greatest secrecy is preserved in all official 
quarters as to the features of the propo- 
sition. 

It is not officially admitted that any 
proposition has been made, but from re- 
'iable sources it is understood the pro- 
position has a far-reaching scope and 
provides for the material limitation or 
entire suspension of pelagic sealing or 
sealing on the high seas. Such a de- 
cisive step, if agreed to by Russia, ' 
Japan and the United States, would, it 
s understood, not involve any con- 
certed move to menace the claims 
of Great Britain and Canada to the 
right of pelagic sealing in the bi|h seas, 
but would rather be a proposition ex- 
pressive of the conclusions, of '.the con- 
ference that in the interestot^bumaQity 
and for the preservation of the seal 
herds of their respective governments 
all nations, including Great Britain and 
Canada, should unite with Russia, the 
United States and Japan in such an 
effective prevention of pelagic sealing on 
the high seas as will put an end to it, 
thereby securing the preservation ol ilie 
seals. 

All of the members of conference were 
placed under a pledge of secrecy, and 
they have maintained this with the 
greatest care. It became evident at the 
outset that the United States and 
Russia were prepared to go further than 
Japan. At all times there was the most 
cordial sentiment among the confreres 
and a general desire to reach a common 
ground of undoistanding. ^ 

In the case of Russia it developed that 
to some extent her action was condition- 
ed by a modi.s vivendi made with Groat 
Britain and Russia about the time the 
Paris court of arbitration was sitting, 
and covering tho course of these two 
countries concerning tho fur seals on 
Russian islands and surrounding waters. 
But little had been thought of tliis modus 
until the conference met. Under it a 
zone of nestral water ia established 
thirty miles wide surrounding the Rus- 
sian islands within which Great Britain 
agreed to suspend pelagic sealing. Wliile 
this was of material advantage to Rus- 
sia, yet it was felt that any proposition 
for the entire suspension of pelagic seal- 
ing, even beyond tbirt:^ miles, would 
have to be reconciled with the modus 
Vivendi. It was felt that this 
could be done as the modns 
was not a continuing agreement, but was 
from year to year depending for its ex- 
istence nn annual re-adoption by the 
liritiih parliament. Tho hist act of par- 
liament carried the ir:odu8 up to Decem- 
ber 31 next. It was clearly tho desire of 
tho Russian delegates to secure the 
largest posGil)iu protection for her fur 
seals, and this establislied tliroughout 
tho deliberations a close co-ojieration be- 
tween the United States aud Russia. 

As to Japan it was not so clear that 
her interests were for further restric- 
tions on peligic sealing. On the con- 
trary, one of the Japanese delegates made 
it clear that ttie nation had more in- 
terest in .catching seals than in pre- 
serving them. im>reover, it appeared 
that Japan no longer had any fur seals 
althougn her poSBessions of sea otters, 
an animal like the seal, is considerable. 

Wfien Japan's attitude was thus de- 
fined the general feeling within the con- 
ference was that the United StatM and 
Russia were united in tho view (m^ pro- 
tecting the seals by energetic measures, 
while Great Rritain and Japan occupied 
substantially tlioopposite position. Ow- 
ing to Japan's view of the situation the 
opinions of the seal experts were^jtl 
before the Japanese delegates. Tim 
opinion was to the effect that while 
Japanese seal possessions were lill 
or nothing at the present tli 
yet by adequate protection of the senfs 
her decimated rookeries would be restor- 
ed and a large seal property built up. In 
this view of the experts, Japan's present 
interest in killing the seals would be 
more than offset in time by the interests 
she would acquire by a full protection of 
ttie seals. This expert view appears to 
have been convincing for tho Japanese 
experts, for, as already stated, Mr. Fu- 
jita not only cabled the final proposition 
tn J.* pan, but accompanied it by nfs fav- 
orable recommendaiion,

Beports That for Such Reason the 
Boyal Irish Battalion Had 
to Be Ketired. 



Conflicting Explanations as to the 
Incident and Ofllcial Inquiry 
Called For. 



Lo.vuoK, Oct. 28.— The Daily Chron- 
icle prints to-day a senaational telegaatn 
from Bombay, which says: "There is 
much speculation here as to the reason 
for the withdrawal of the Second Bat- 
talion Eoyallrish Regimentfrom Samana 
to Rawulpindi. It ia asserted on one 
hand that the men sulked at the critical 
moment and refused to march further. 
Ou the other hand Colonel Lawrence 
eays that two companies were at ibe 
front w ith the other ttoops on the day 
in question, while the remaining com- 
panies were retired by an order of a 
staff officer. 

"This latter statement is contradicted 
from headquarters, but it ia asserted 
that the order was to advance and not 
to retire. When the entire battalion 
was withdrawn to Rawulpindi, General 
Sir Yeatman-Biggs gave as a reason that 
it was saturated with maiaria. A medi- 
cal examination was demanded and this 
developed the fact that 86 per cent, of 
the men were quite healthy." 

Commenting upon this despatch the 
Daily Chronicle says : " Evidently some- 
body has blundered, and the case is one 
that demands inquiry. It is a sinsular 
fact that while there are numerous. 
Scotch battalions on the Northwestern 
Indian frontier there are only one or two 
Irish battalions."

only remained to hear from the respec- 
tive governments they represented. An 
adjournment was accordingly taken un- 
til next Monday, by which time it is 
not doubted the governments at St. 
Petersburg and Tokio will have taken 
final action ou the proposition. Through- 
out the deliberations there was no evid- 
ence of a desire to make an issue with 
Great Britain or to take action oflensive 
in character or likely to abridge her 
rights. 

It was considered by the conferees 
that as the high seas Were governed by 
the well eataBlished rules of interna- 
tional lav, no steps should be taken in 
limiting pelagic sealing on the high seas 
without endeavorina! to secure the co' 
operation of all parties concerned, par 
ticnlarly Great Britain. Instead, there 
fore, of the proposition taking the form 
of a decisive movement by the three 
governments in opposition to Great 
Britain, it was framed on the theory that 
the three powers had an actual interest 
in the seals which were bred on their 
islands, and that all governments should 
aid in the protection of this property, 
even when it was found on the high seae. 

It was felt that when the three powers 
owning the seals reported such an agree- 
ment as to protecting their property, 
Great Britain would bo likely to co-oper- 
ate in this purpose if she could induce 
Canada, where the sealing fleets are 
equipped, to accept it. The proposition 
therefore does not exclude consideration 
of England or invite an issue with her, 
but on the contrary, seeks to have her 
join bands with all . the powers 
interested in a common defense against 
the indiscriminate slaughter of the 
seals. For this reason the pre- 
sence of Mr. Macoun, the Canadian 
delegate, was thought to be very desir- 
able and much surprise was occasioned 
by his failure to atten'l. The British 
expert. Prof. D'Arcy Thompson, has 
been here some days, but nothing has 
been heard either from Mr. Macoun or 
from the Canadian authorities.

YiCTOllIA IN THE FORTIES. 

A Pioneer Writes From Scotland of the 
Events of Those iiarly Days. 

Mr. Thomas Lowe, writing to the Col- 
onist from Coupar Angus, Perthahire, 
Scotland, for a recent map of the Yukon 
and Kootenay country, saya : 

" Without a recent map it is utterly 
impossible to locate properly the many 
new places which have come to the front 
since 1 left Victoria in the spring of 1872. 
I am particularly interested in the region 
about Juneau, as in 1842--13 I was sta- 
tioned at the Hudson Bay Company's 
post at Fort Durham on the northwest 
coast, in latitude 58 N., longitude 133.48 
W., near the mouth of the Taku river. 

The natives at that time were a num- 
erous and rather dangerous set; audit 
was found after a few years' trial that it 
did not pay to keep up such a strong 
force of men as was necessary to safe- 
guard the fort. Dr. John Kennedy was 
in command, and while I was there we 
were besieged by these rascals for a 
period of six weeks, and only released 
by the opportune arrival of an armed 
steamer from Sitka. During the siege 
they frequently attempted to burn us 
out. Knowing that the houses inside 
the stockade were covered with sheets of 
cedar bark, a very inflammable material 
in dry weather, they would muster on 
the windward side of the fort 
during a gale, and toss up lighted 
pieces of bark, so as to laud on the 
roofs and set them on Are. We had 
therefore to be on the alert against their 
machinations both by day and night. 
A chief named Anatlass took a very ac- 
tive part in these proceedings. He wna 
a great orator, and was continually har- 
anguing his own people and inciting 
them to hostilities. Ttie medicine men 
also kept constantly beating their 
dninip, firing tbeir guns, whooping and 
yelling, and going through all sorts of 
anti 

" < )n one occasion my predecessor, as 
eecond in charge, the late Mr. Roderick 
Finlayeon, was captured when a short 
distance outside the gate, and had to be 
ransomed by the payment of a largo 
number of blaukots. 

" The Chilcata as well as the natives 
of Cross Sound and Awke came oc- 
casonally to the Fort; but thoy being 
Strangers were quiet and eaariy denlt 
with. It was the Taku Indians only 
who were troublesome, and it was owing 
to them that Fort Durham had to be 
abandoned. 

" The twenty men of this post and 
twenty more from Fort McLougblin 
{Milbank sound) — which was also then 
given up— were brought south to found 
a new establishment on Vancouver 
island. We arrived in Victoria harbor 
with the steamer Beaver and schooner 
Cadboro on 3rd June, 1813. Tlie place 
was then known as Camosun and aftar 
wards named Fort Albert, but is now the 
city of Victoria. Upwards of 51 years 
have passed since then. I was the 
youngest of that party, and am sorry to 
,^ay.I fear I am the sole survivor."

The grain carrying 
roads on the other hand displayed liriunebs 
which was principally due to roseuti^fore- 
casts of the Septeniher earnings of the Bur- 
lington, the statement of which is yet to be 
published. By reason of tliis inlluence 
railroads generally are a fraction higher 
except some Soutliern roads and the coal- 
ers, wlule the industrials and specialties 
are generally lower. Union Pacilic was 
less active and was uncertain in its move- 
ments on account of doubts of ju.st wliat 
changes in the plans- of the reorganizatiop. 
committee are involveil iu tlie advanceti 
bid to the government. The stugk closed

The ICvening Post says: The .stock 
market moved about somewhat vaguely, 
most of the list closing with little cliant,'e, 
with, liQwever, rather numerous net de- 
clines. The market's level does in fact 
seem iu the long run to recede slowly from 
that of a week ago. Why it should thus in 
the main lose ground will be readily un- 
derstood bv anyone who recalls llie Jvo- 
veniber markets of any year in his ex- 
])erienee. Congress always assembles at 
the opening of December. The familiar 
November weakness in stocks might per- 
hiips be (leseril)eil as the room traders' 
wager that congress will be up to S(nne mis- 
chief before the year is over. .Sometimes 
the waf;er is lost", however, if the L'nited 
States is lucky.

TALK OF THE MINES. 

Welcome Reports From the Excelsior— Fire 
Mountain Claim Proaislne Well. 

Vancouvbb, Oct. 28.— (Special)— Mr. 
Jausen, foreman of the Excelsior mine, 
ia writing semi-weekly letters to Van- 
couver of the progress of this mine in 
development worlj. There are a great 
many Vancouver citizens interested in 
it, and the letters are very welcome. 
No. 1 tunnel of the Excelsior is 
now ill 110 (eet. The hanging wall is 
in Eight, but the foot wall ia not 
in evidence. From ttie hanging wall to 
the vein matter on the other side mea- 
sures 20 feet. No. 2 tunnel is in L'O feet 
and ehowB 12 feet of quartz. The drill 
boriuK in No. 1 tunnel bas been assayed, 
running nearly $70. Quartz showing 
visible gold, taken from No. 2 tunnel, is 
on exhibition. The Excelsior is the ad- 
joining property to the Golden Cache. 

Reports from the _ Money Spinner 
claini on Fire mountain are creating a 
very favorable impression. A recent 
examination for Messrs. Bewick and 
Moreing, of Vancouver and London, 
shows tbat in 2,800 pounds of iiuarlz the 
concentrates derived from the ore were 
practically nil — .014 per cent,, which 
would indicate that the ore of the 
Money Spinner is almost absolutely free 
milling. From this 2,800 pounds of 
ore JfT^.oO was actually obtained by 
amalgamating, the tailing assaying 
ifS.yS. From 182 pounds of the same 
rock, a Nexada sampling works secured 
$77 to the ton, and from the Price samp- 
ling worJjB, San Francisco, the results 
from 200 pounds showed $79.08 to the 
ton. Single assays of small epecimens 
have gone as high as $14.00. There are 
a number of other very promising cl&ima 
in the camp. 

The Golden Cache case, in which the 
courts are to determine the nature of a 
trust held by Dr. Carroll, which has been 
tlie means of checking a sale of Golden 
Cache treasury stock, owing tii Dr. Car- 
roll not signing certificates of the same, 
wHl be heard on November 2. 



A LIGHTING QDAREBL. 

The Hall Hiaes Against a Nels'oa Company 
and the ClvlG Corporation, 

Nelson, Oct. 26.— tSpeoial)— The Hall 
Mines Oompany, Ltd., have gained a 
victory over the Nelson Electric Light 
Company, and incidentally the city of 
Nelson, as Gold Commissioner 0. C. 
Dennis has granted the former company 
a water right of 200 miner's inches from 
Cottonwood Smith Creek. On the 16th 
of this month they made the application, 
it being contested by the Nelson Electric 
Light Oompany on the Rround that it 
would interfere with their rights, as in 
winter they desired to store water to run 
their plant. John Houston, mayor of 
Nelson and president of tho light com- 
pany, appeared for the company, and 
John Elliott for tho city; H. E. "Croas- 
dailo and J. H. Bowes for the Hall 
Mines. The city claimed also that their 
rights would be interfered with. Tho 
Hall company alleged that as tliey 
wanted to take the water 300 feet below 
the light company's dam, they did not 
see how they could be infringing upon 
their rights, as they would get the over- 
flow. 'The gold comniiasioner, in giving 
the decision, thought the claim of the 
Hall Mines a just one, as they would 
only get the overflow and could not in- 
terfere with the light company. The 
two companies have been earring on a 
bitter war for some time. The light 
company turned off the lighta of the 
Hall Mines, leaving everything in total 
darkness, and the Mines company put in 
a plant of their own. Then the electric 
company thought the Hall Mines people 
were using more water than the contract 
with the electric company called for. 
They therefore viut in a water gate so 
that only the stipulated amount could 
get through. One of the Hall Mines 
employes broke the chain, and he was 
arrested, tried at the present assizes and 
acquitted. It is possible the light com- 
pany will appeal from the decision of the 
gold commissioner.

A BELLIGBEENT M4Y0E. 

Incensed at Mr. Joshua Davies' Success 
Mayor Houston Abuses the Courts. 

NuLsoN, Oct. 26.— (Special)— Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem to-day granted the appli- 
cation for an injunction prayed for by 
Joshua Davies, representing the Nelson 
Land and Improvement Company, 
against the city of Nelson, to restrain the 
latter from proceeding with the con- 
struction of a flume line and reservoir on 
the company's property. It appears 
that the city, without legal notice, as 
provided in the expropriation clause, 
entered into the possession of the land 
and started in the construction of the 
water system. Mr. Davies waited upon 
the council some time ago, and told the 
members what he would part with the 
land for. Tlie council told him that 
they did not at that time know just how 
many lota would be required, and no de- 
finite arrangements were arrived at. 
Afterwards some sharp correspondence 
passed, but as the city made no move to 
tell Mr. Davies what was wanted, the 
latter took the matter into court. Tho 
injunction directs the city to refrain 
from all further work upon the land in 
question, peDtling the trial of the ques- 
tion on its merits. 

At yesterday's meeting of the city 
council Mayor HonatOD," after stating 
that Mr. Justice Walkem had enjoined 
the city from trespassing upon Mr. 
Joshua Davies' land, added some very 
uncomplimentary remarks about Mr.

SIR CHARLES TUPPER. 

It is not necessary to beapenk ii large 
audience to bear Sir Cliarles Tupper in 
the Victoria tlieatre this evenins:. He 
ia-too well known in Canada for anyone 
to think of urging the people to go and 
hear him when he diBOUBses public sub 
jecta. His atardieat opponents admit 
that he handles such queationa with con 
Bummate ability. What he baa to aay is 
worth listening to. 

Sir Charles Tupper is almost a unique 
figure in Canadian politics. We have 
before us the namea of the fifteen gentle 
men who met in the Weatminster Palace 
hotel, London, on Tuesday, December 4, 
1860, to draft a scheme for the confed- 
eration of the provinces to be submitted 
to parliament. Representing Canada 
were John A. Macdonald, George E. 
Oartier, A. T. Gait, W. Macdougall, VV. 
P. Howland and H. L. Langevin ; repre- 
Bfiuting Nova Scotia were Charles Tup- 
per, William Ritchie, A. Henry, J. W. 
Ritchie, Jonathan McCully and A. G. 
Archibald ; representing New Bruns 
wick were S. L. Tilley, J. M. Johnson, 
P. Mitchell, Charles FiBher and B. D. 
Wiluiot. Nearly all these gentlemen 
are dead, and the only one of the aur 
vivora in public life is Sir Oharlea Tup- 
per, who in the 77th year of his age is 
leading the opposition in parliament, 
aud was able to stand up in his place 
and give blow for blow with his antag- 
oniets last session, which was in some 
reapectR the most exciting, from a de 
bating standpoint, of any of recent 
years. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart., is a phy 
eician. He was born in Nova Scotia on 
duly 2, 1S21. He entered the legislature 
in 1S55, and became provincial secretary 
oi Njva Scotia in 1857, since which time 
he has been constantly in public life 
He took a eeat in Sir John Macdonald'a 
cabinet in 1 870 as president of the coun 
oil. He has since held the portfolios 
of inland revenue, customs, public 
works, railways and canals, and finance 
He has been Canadian high commis- 
sioner in London. He was one of ller 
Majesty's plenipotentiaries to the fisher' 
iiis commission of 1887, and baa held 
other important posts. 

Although Sir Charles had a seat in the 
first parliament of Canada from the out 
set, he declined a place in the cabinet. 
Tliese were stirring times in Nova Scotia 
Sir Cliiirlea had for an opponent tliat 
powerful leader Joseph Howe, who had 
been one of the first public men to aug- 
gest the union of the British North 
American provinces, but for some reason 
that has never been satisfactorily ex 
plained th-ew all the weight of his in 
Haence against the scheme when it 
seemed likely to be carried through sue 
cessfully. It is not now necessary to 
enter into the details of this historical 
, controversy, and perhaps not altogether 
desirable to scrutinize too closely the 
constitutional question upon which the 
two great leaders differed. The con- 
troversy has been forgotten by most 
people ; but the fact remains that if it 
had not been for the courage and deter 
mination of Sir Ohnrles, the acheme of 
Confederation would probably have 
broken down. He took his stand upon 
the omnipotence of the local legislature 
within the sphere of its prerogatives and 
completed the compact of union without 
an appeal to the people. It was a daring 
stroke of policy, but events have proved 
it to have been a wise one. 

Sir Oharlea ia the last of the provincial 
premiers who carried the provincea into 
the union. His life is therefore a history 
of the confederation. His infiuence has 
bad much to do with molding the destiny 
of Oauada. 



aoVERNINQ TEE YUKON. 

The following particulara of the man- 
ner in which the Mounted Police will 
govern the Yukon country comes through 
a Seattle medium, but the Times of that 
city undertakes to vouch for the relia- 
bility of the informant: 

Miners' rights are in the form of leases 
conditioned for the payment of the roy- 
alty, a^d non-paymentof the royalty will 
work an immediate forfeiture. The 
amount each miner is to pay will be de- 
termined by regular inspection of the 
mine and an assay of the gravel. 

The carrying of firearms ia.to be abso- 
lutely prohibited. 

Gambling bonaea, dance bt^Ua and all 
eatabliehmenta of that deecription are to 
be cioaed, and the police will remove any 
objectionable character from the terri- 
tory. 

Major Walsh is to have very large dis- 
cretionary powers, under which he may 
make such additional regulations for the 
maintenance of order as he thinks are 
necessary. He is instructed to main- 
tain a mail service by dog train from the 
Coast to Diwson and return, starting 
from each enil every two weeks. 

The Seattle man adds that he got his 
information from Mining Inspector Nor- 
wood, and that people can make up their 
minds that the Yukon will be well gov- 
erned. 



discuss it. If we cannot make out a 
good case for our claim we are content 
that it shall be dismissed as unworthy 
of consideration. 'All we ask is to be 
heard on the merits, with the under- 
standing that if our case will stand a 
meritorioua examination, it shall receive 
the cordial endorsement of our Eastern 
friends. The Pacific province has raised 
no word of hostile criticism to the l&rge 
expenditures contemplated for canal 
improvement and additional railway 
facilities for tbie Eaat. This is because 
we realize here that anch a policy must 
prevail it the country ia to progress. We 
are not now endorsing the details of the 
Laurier policy in the particulars indi- 
cated. Our reference is to the principle 
involved, namely, that it is the duty of 
the government of Canada to get ready 
to take advantage of the flood tide of 
prosperity that is setting towards us. 
But if there is a bright outlook for the 
East, as we are glad to believe there is 
there is a brighter outlook for the VVest 
Our claim is not based upon the fact 
alone that we- are paying now for far 
more than we are getting. This is, in- 
deed, not the basis of our claim at all, 
but only one of the reasons why we think 
there should be no hesitation in enter- 
taining it. Wo rest upon the fact that 
our cause is the cause of Canada. 



RAIL WAY S VBSJDIES, 

The Rosaland Miner disouaaes the re- 
lation between railway subsidies and the 
development of the province. It rightly 
says that the history of the province 
shows that it cannot reach a very high 
stage of progress without railways and 
plenty of them. It thinks it is the duty 
of the federal and provincial govern- 
ments " to aid as much as possible in 
the extension of the railway system to 
the end that every portion of the prov 
ince may be reached by them." Wo 
cordially endorse this view, with the 
qualification that the aid should be con- 
fined to what may be called trunk lines 
that is lines that furnish outlets for large 
areas now without convenient means of 
reaching outside points. Such districts 
are the Boundary Creek country, the 
Cariboo, the Great Bend, the Oniineca 
the Cassiar, the northern part of Van- 
couver Island. There may be other 
parts of the province which would pro' 
perly come within the definition, but it 
is not material to mention them, for we 
are discusaing a principle, not details, 

In the opening of these parts of the 
province both governments should co- 
operate, and there should be as little de 
lay as possible in arriving at a basis of 
co-operation. The provincial govern 
ment. has • already made overtures in 
this direction to the Dominion autbori' 
ties. We have reason to believe that 
some of the federal ministers appreciate 
very thoroughly the importance of some 
such line of action being agreed upon, 
and that the duty of Canada as a whole 
to bear the heavier part of the burden 
ia admitted by them. If this was the 
caae aix months ago, it ought to be a 
comparatively easy matter to convince 
the other members of the cabinet of its 
importance to-day. 

We shall not trouble our readers to 
follow a detailed statement of the direct 
advantage it would be to the Dominion 
from a revenue standpoint to have Brit- 
ish Columbia populated rapidly. We do 
not think it is an extravagant estimate 
to suppose that 100,000 can be added to 
the population of this province next 
year, if railways are under construction 
in various parts of the province. Tlie 
overflow from the Yukon will amount to 
much more than this, and British Col- 
umbia can retain the greater part of it, 
if there is active railway construction in 
progress. Such an addition to our popu- 
lation will mean at a reasonable esti- 
mate an additional contriljulion of 
?1, 500, 000 to the federal revenue every 
year. Tlie actual per capita contribu- 
tion of our people is, as has been shown 
on several occasions, fully $18 per capita. 
If we take only one-third of this contri- 
bution to the revenue and apply it to the 
payment of interest and sinking fund, it 
will bo sufficient to carry a loan of $12,- 
000,000. This amount of money would, 
ifriglitlr distributed in connection with 
the subsidies granted last winter by the 
local legislature, inaugurate a period of 
great railway construction in this prov- 
ince next year and be the means of 
doubling the population of the province 
in a twelvemonth. 

We urge as strongly as wo know how 
that the federal authorities shall take 
this matter up. We are not spaaking 
for British Columbia alone, but in the 
interest of the whole of Canada, for as 
our province is settled and its enormous 
resources developed, the Eastern cities 
will benefit in proportion, and what is 
perhaps even inoro to bo desired, an op- 
portunity will be given for the young men 
of Canada to find employment at home, 
instead of being forced to loolc for open- 
ings elsewhere. 

A better scope for the exercise of the 
highest type of statesmanship never was 
presented to any administration than 
that which ia now ofTered to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and his colleagues. They will 
find the country ready to back them up 
in a daring an<l progreaaive policy, just 
as it backed up Sir John Macdonald and 
his oalleaguea when they nndeitook the 
aeemingly impoaaible task of building a 
transcontinental railway in Canada, 
throu[^h an almost uninhabited region.

IKFOBMALLY OPENED. 

Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney Receives in 
tbe New Parliament Bnlldlnga. 

What might be termed the informal 
opening of the new parliament buildings 
took place yesterday, when Lieutenant- 
Governor Dawdrey for the first time 
took possession of the rooms set ajiart 
for liis use. It hag been cuatomary for 
the Lieutenant-Governor to attend at 
his ofliee in the government buildings on 
certain days, so as to meet anyone who 
wishes to see him, and yesterday was the 
first time the new rooms were UBed for 
tiiia purpose. There was no ceremony 
nor any attempt at formally opening the 
buildings, that being reserved for the 
meeting of the legislature. ' 

The three rooms set apart for the 
Lieutenant-Governor are situated in the 
upper story and in the front of the main 
building. One is the waiting room and 
the others are the Governor's private 
office and his private secretary's" office 
These rooms are very handsome in their 
simplicity, depending chiefly on the na 
tural wood work, together with the quiet 
shades of chocolate and cream of the 
plaster work to make nplensiug and rich 
efTect. 

His Honor's room has a high wain- 
scoting of national wood, and will look 
remarkably welle when the now furni- 
ture is placed in it. During the two 
hours the Lieut. -Governor was there the 
members of the cabinet and a number 
of others called to pay their respects, 
among them United States Consul Smith, 
.'senator Mclnnes was also one of those 
whose names appear on the visitors' 
book. 

Progress is going on rapidly to get the 
buildings completed as quickly as possi- 
ble, and every day sees the work advanc- 
ed appreciably. Men are busy at the 
front approach putting down additional 
stone steps to the ground level, and 
stonemasons are hammering away on 
the granite copings that will go on the 
terraces. Inside the legislative had the 
scaffolding still conceals tbe beautiful 
marble work, but one can easily imagine 
bow magnificent the great chamber will 
look when all is ready. 

The structure gains the unstinted 
praise of visitors, for tbe majeBtio and 
solid, yet light appearance ot the out- 
side, and the perfection of finish of what 
has so far been completed.

There appears unhappily to be all too 
certain authentication of the report cur 
rent in Victoria during the past few days 
that Frank Cryderman of this city died 
at hia claim in the Klondyke dlBtrict six 
months or BO ago, just as hia dream of 
success was on the eve of realization. 
The sad news is verified by Abe Gordon, 
who was employed on the claim owned 
by "Doctor Frank" and hia partner 
Bowman, and who was a passenger to 
Victoria by the C.P.N, steamer Danube 
on her recent trip to St. Michael's 

How it is that nothing has been heard 
of the distressing occurrence before is 
not so extraordinary as might at first 
thought appear, particularly as the fatal 
accident was six montha ago nnd Gor- 
don L;ven ufler arrival hero did not think 
to mention the matter save in casual 
converBation with hia Victoria acquain- 
tances. It was from one of these, Blr. 
William MacArthur, of (i-l King's road, 
that the Colonlst last evening obtained 
the Bad story, as Gordon had related it 
to liim. 

"Doctor Frank," as the late member 
of the firm of Dean (& Crydorman had 
been christened at Birch Creek, loft here 
to seek his fortune in the North about 
eighteen months ago, and after spending 
some little time at Birch Creek wont into 
the Klondyke district with the first rush 
of miners from the Alaskan camps lower 
on the rivar. He was, with hia partner 
Bowman, fortunate in gettinz a good 
claim on either Bonanza or El Dorado— 
exactly which is not remembered by Mr. 
MacArthur— and this spring sent ,^50,000 
by draft, to be banked for him in ban 
Francisco, at the same time announcing 
his intention of remaining but one year 
more in the country, as hia next spring 
clean-up would, he anticipated, give him 
all the money he wanted for the rest of 
his days. 

The balance of bis span of life proved 
unhappily short. For, while working at 
the bottom of a shaft his men had sunk 
t J the bedrock, he encountered a noxious 
gaa which all but overcame him. He 
had time to signal to the workmen ou 
the surface, however, and they were 
drawing him up when he lost eonscious- 
nesB and fell back to the bottom of the 
shaft, breaking his spinal column. 
Death ensued within a few hours. 

There can be little doubt as to the 
identity of the accident's victim. Gor- 
don not only says that he knew ' ' Doctor 
Frank " intimately, by working for him 
at both Birch Creek and in the Klon- 
dyke, but he gave Mr. MacArthur a 
description which is that of tbe former 
Victorian. He spoke, too, of the de- 
ceased having relatives in Ontario and 
in Moose .Taw, who should be communi- 
cated with, and said that Inspector Con- 
sidine had taken charge of his property 
interests in the camp until such time as 
the rightful heirs could be heard from, 

Mr. Cryderman will be well remem- 
bered by almost all residents of Victoria 
as one of the most popular and energetic 
of the young business men of the' city. 
He was socially a favorite, while hia 
sanguine temperament and his facility 
for mastering quickly the details of any 
subject to which he gave attentioti, 
amounting almost to intuiton, led those 
who knew him best to prophesy a bril- 
liant future for him, however and 
wherever he might decide to devote hia 
talents. That these expectations were 
all but realized, Mr. Gordon's report 
seems to dechu e.

FOUR YEARS IN PENITENTIARY. 

Williams tbe Cracksman Pleads Guilty to 
All Cbarges and Is Forthwith 
Sentenced. 

.Toe Williams, against whom the police 
sucuessfully brought six charges of hput;e- 
bieaking and etealing, whs sentenced 
yesterday by Mr. .lustice Drake to four 
years in ttie penitentiary, Williams 
showed hia good senso in not making 
any tight against the inevitable, for the 
evidence against him was too strong for 
him to have got clear. When he waa 
brought up for election yesterdn>' fore- 
noon before Mr. Justice Drake, Willi.uns 
ntoiice said lie preferred a speedy trial, 
and would like it over as soon aa pos- 
sible. Then the six charges against bim 
were read, and without further ado ho 
pleaded guilty to each one. 

Mr. Justice Drake pronounced sen- 
tence ns follows ; 

1, For breaking into Smith's barber 
shop and stealing hair cutting iniple- 
meuts, tw-o years in the penitentiary. 

2. For breaking into the Occidental 
hotel; two years in tbe penitentiary, to 
begin at the expiration of the first term 
ot two years. 

'■i. For breaking into Porter's cottages 
and stealing lead pipe and brass fittings ; 
one year in the penitentiary, to run con- 
currently withtne first sentence. 

-1. For breaking into Porter's butcher 
shop and attempting to blow the safe ; 
one year in the penitentiary, to run con- 
currently with the flrat sentence. 

5. For breaking into and stealing from 
Morrison's blacksmith shop; one year 
in the penitentiary, to run concurrently 
with the first sentence. 

ti. For stealing six bars of pig iron 
from Turner, Beeton i>c Co.'s wharf; one 
year in the penitentiary, to run concur- 
rently with the first sentence. 

So it will be seen that the term "Wil- 
liama is sentenced for is four years, the 
other aentencea running concurrently. 

After he was removed from court and 
on his way to the provincial jail, pre- 
liminary to bis transfer to the peniten- 
tiary, AVilliams oli'ered to show Sergt. 
Langley where the drills were which he 
had used in boring Porter's safe. Ac- 
cordingly he led the ofiScer to Porter's 
butcher shop at the corner of Douglas 
and Johnaon streets, and there behind 
the buildine he groped under the side- 
walk and drew out two finely tempered 
drills specially adapted for drilling steel. 
Olio of these drills he said ho had 
brougtit with bim from the Sound, tbe 
otlier he had purchased, but where he 
declined to say. 

Williams is inclined to be thankful 
that hia sentence was not longer, and at 
tbe same time he dates his misfortunes 
to having gone into partnership with the 
lad Lynn. If it had not been for " the 
kid," he says, he could have worked his 
game quietly for a long time without be- 
ing canght. It is always these " ifa," 
however, that seem to fail in every un- 
BuccsBfifal plan. 



JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Dr. Ernest Hall Asks Co-Operation in an 
Attempt to Cure an Insane 
Woman. 

A letter from Dr. Ernest Hall was read 
at last night's meeting of the Jubilee 
boapital asking co-operation in an ex- 
periment which it wae hoped would 
restore reason to a female patient now in 
the Westminster Insane Asylum. Dr. 
Hall had read a report of Dr, Hobba, 
superintendent of the London, Ont., 
Asylum, who stated that out of 100 
female insane patients examined 'Xi 
were found sull'ering from pelvic 
troubles, and out of SO of tbeae 
patients operated upon 30 wore com- 
pletely res-tored mentally. _ Dr. Hall 
imd e.'caniined a female patient in the 
WHBtiniDster asylum and had found her 
flud'eriiig from jieivic trouble. He wanted 
the boiinl to allow tbe patient to be 
brought to the Jubilee hospital and oi)er- 
a,teil upon, aa her relatives were willing 
to have the operation and were williLg 
to pay all the expensB of the extra at- 
tendance upon her. Dr. Hall, too, would 
be quite wilhng to allow other medical 
men to be associated with him in the 
operation. 

Mr. Hay ward remarked that it woulil 
of uoaree be an innovation to admit aa a 
patient any one sufiisring from insanity, 
but in the intereatfl of humanity and tl e 
hope of a euro ha was in favor of co- 
operating with Dr. Hall. Perhaps tbs 
beat way would be to refer the letter to 
the medical stall' for »n opinion. 

Mr. Geo. Byrnes while not lacking in 
aympalhyWQS avorBe to breaking the 
rules laid down that no inssno patient 
should bo admitted to the hospitnl. 
Why could not tbeoperation be conduct- 
ed ut Westminstor instead of bringing 
the patient here. 

Mr. C. E. Renouf remarked that the 
rules would allow an insane patient to 
be received if not suffering from an in- 
curable disease, and he felt like Mr. 
Hayward that tbe matter might bo re- 
ferred to the medical otaff to report. 
Ho seconded Mr. Hay ward's motion to 
that eflect. 

Mr. George Byrnes moved, seconded 
by Mr. J, Bratlen, that Dr. Hall be in- 
formed that the hoapit.al had no facilj- 
tiea lor treating insane patients. This 
amendment waa carried, Messrs. Chud- 
ley, Byrnes, Bravornuin and Bradon 
voting for it and Messrs. Hayward, 
Heimcben and Kenout against. 

MIbb Macmillan, the matron, being 
dealrouB of visiting the San Francisco 
hospitals to see the methods employed 
there, she was granted two weeks vaca- 
tion for that purpose. 

Next a report waa read from the special 
committee to whom was referred at last 
meeting the letter from Mesars. Crease 
& Oieaee, Ut, Chudley's solicitorp.

The iustitute System Dereloiia Jiooal 
Eatei-prise and Familiarizes 
With Modern Methods. 



In the aniiunl report of tho ilopart- 
luent ol agrioltiire of British Columbia 
for 1896, a ByQopsia of letters from seem- 
ingly reliable correapondenta in reply 
to tho question, " la the principle of co- 
operation nttaining a -better foothold 
amoncBt the farming popiiUition?" is 
girea, On the whole, tLie rojiorta are 
encouraging and tliore seoma to ha a co- 
operative wave paasiog over tbe prov- 
ince at the present time. In some dis- 
tricts the farms are bo Bcattered and in 
others ao mnoh suspicion and jealousy 
exists among tlie fiiriuerg thoinaelvee 
tliat the eorrespondents think that little 
can bo done in the way of co-operation 
at present. 

The main canaes which have led to a 
desire for co-operation are aa follows : 
1. Tlie exorbitant charges made by 
Iriuigportation coaii)Uiue8 for carrying; 
ai;rieiiltural produce. '2. Tlio coiiibin- 
in<; of middloiiien to atixee to pay a cer- 
tain |)rice for proiluce. ,S. A growing 
desire on the part of many to become 
acquainted with Iho latest and most ap- 
proved methods ot agriculture; and 4. 
The good results which liave followed 
from the Fruit Growera' and kindred 
associations, 

There is no doulit as to tbe iact that 
tbe freight rates charged for the carry- 
ing of farm produce are very high in this 
provioce, and in this way the profits of 
the producer are cot material- 
ly. It is seldom that carrying 
companies are approached by agri- 
cultural organizations and asked 
to lower their rates. Individual farajers 
have from time to time spoken to com- 
panies on this subject, but their reciuests 
have not been f!ranted. It is preposter- 
ous to think that they ehould be. In- 
dividual etlbrt alonf,' this line is useless, 
\Ve cannot blame companies for not lia- 
tBttiiig to individualre(iue8ta. It ia their 
buaiueaa to secure aa high rates as they 
can. It ia the larmer'a busiueea to 
secure as low rates as possible. This 
can only be done by approaching these 
companies as a united body. " Union is 
strength " in this respect, and requests 
BO presented are taken into serious con- 
sideration, and, if reasonable, are gen- 
erally granted. Ontario agricultural or- 
ganizatiuna have done good work along 
this line, The stock breeders' associa- 
tions have received aweeping reductions 
from the C.P.K. and G.T.E. lines in the 
eliipping of pure bred stock to the vveat- 
ern provinces. Fruit-growers receive 
siicciiil rates in shipping fruit, and re- 
quests to lower freights along many 
liuL-s have been acceded to by the differ- 
ent com panics. 

Tiis farming comniuaities organised 
into Farmers' Institutes can wield a 
powerful influence in this direction. 
The subject of loweriug freights can be 
thoroughly discuaeed in institute meet- 
ings aud cominitt'jes appointed to inter- 
view the heads of companies on tlie 
question. The Fruit Growers' commit- 
tee on transportation has been the means 
of reducing freight charges on fruit, and 
lower freights can no doubt be obtained 
on other agricultural produce. 

Soma of the correspondents speak of 
middlemen forming ringa. In the case 
ot the buying of stock beef, each man 
tnkes a certain section of country in 
wtiich to buy and has no competition; 
consiuiuently tiie farmer has to take 
wiiat is oU'ered him. Co-operation on 
tliC part of the farmers would do away 
v;itli this, as thej' could eecure the ser- 
vices of a good buyer or sliip their stock 
direct to tiie buyers in the city, and thus 
save the ijrohts otherwise given to tbe 
niiddlemen, Itia a difficult matter some- 
times to dispense with the services of 
middlemen, as they are a great conveni- 
ence to the farmer, A good cattle-buyer, 
for instance, ia a good citizen in any com- 
munity when he deals fairly with the 
public, but is little better than a 
vampire when he takes the advantage 
where there is no competition. There is 
not much gained as a rule In farmers, as 
a body, shipping direct to the consumer. 
Tliere is always soim; (liaeatiefaction 
arising from various causea and the pro- 
ject often falls llirijuj;li. They can eii- 
couratiB competition aiiionu; middlemen 
acd usually eecuio t)ctter returns in the 
end. 

In all progressive aKrimiltural couu- 
tries great progrc.'=s lina been made dur- 
ing the lufrt (j uartcr of a icntury in the 
advanceiiu'ut, of agriculture. This in- 
dustry has been and.alwaya will be the 
fouudation of all other industriea. Gov- 
ernments now recognize the fact that if 
they wish tbe country to ^reaper as a 
Avhole they must pay particular atten- 
tion to the wants of tbe tillers of tbe soil. 

1 call it iieorless, for in all my wander- 
ing's on tlie American continent I have 
never seen woodland, mountain aiui 
river R 'eaury C') in para bio to this. The 
aky above I found bluer than tlje l)luest 
skies of Italy, and the mellow fioftnesaof 
tho atmosphere more delightful than 
that which I e.\i)erienccd in the valley 
fif the lilackwater or on tbe waters of 
t: (J romantic llhine. Pity that Euch 
October days aa thoao on which J have 
wandered along tho banks of tho Kettle 
river cannot last forever, Still greater 
pity that another Virgil or another 
!^|)enaer is not fated to be boin or to 
dwell upon its banks, to sing in death- 
l^'ss song its beauties and its charms, 
A nd pity, too, that that moat unlucky 
wight who inflicted on it its present 
afjpellBtion were not inspired to dowor it 
with a more poetic and a more appro- 
priate name. 

Yet in my mind's eye I see, dwelling 
in this lovely region, a people to whom 
tlicgoila have indeed been kind. The 
mountains whose eljadowa rest upon the 
f;lidingand laughing waters of the Kol- 
tle river are storehouses of wealth, be- 
side wliicli nil the treasures of the Ori- 
ent are but poverty itself. 

And tho men who will wring tlicsa 
treasures from the bosom of these moun- 
tains will spend their age ot easo and 
rest and fortune in some favorite noo'- 
beside the banks of this river, and in 
the shadow of these mountains wliitber 
a klpdlydivinity had led them. It i.' 
1)nt nKeneration since thia entire coun- 
try WAS lUtle' bat a ■wIldorheBB. '«'At 
times an Indian wandered along the 



rivor'a bnnka in pursuit ot mountain 
trout or salmon, At times too ho pitch- 
ed his wigwnu) In somo thady apot, the 
bettor to watch and ensnare the deer or 
cariboo that cuinu to elnok its- thirst in 
its cooling waters. * 

There were limeR, and Ihoso not long 
past, when tho mad puasiona of tho In- 
dians made a pandemonium of this de- 
liolouB land. \!But that is gone forever, 
Tbe Indian !b as rare a plant ns the 
Ohinaman, uud the white man is build- 
ing himself iiabltationa that augur well 
for the future of this country. True, 
aottlors aro far away from tho highways 
ofccmmorco; the stage coach is here 
yet, and the sound of tho whipnnd wheel 
Btill awakca tlio loudest echo in this 
lovely valley. But tho days of tlie iron 
lioreo will soon arise, and when he cornea 
rattling throniih thia country n now era 
ot industrial life and activity will moat 
certainly arise. lu facta railroad will 
hu tbe mcana of enriching farmers, min- 
ers, and merchants. It will bo a species 
of divinity, scattering wealth and plenty 
o'er this suiiling land anil affording a 
thousand opj)ortunitieB for tho achieve- 
ment of comfort and fortune whicli now 
are not. Is it any wonder that 
the people who dwell in thia 
recion long as eagerly for a 
railroad as the maiden whose betrothed 
has gone to the wars longs for the re- 
turn of her lover. And they hardly care 
from wlience it cornea. The Canadian 
Pacific, the Spokane Falls & Northern 
and the Columbia & Western seem all 
one to them. Perhapa they would pre- 
fer Sir. Oorbin's railroad, for most ol tho 
folk interested here are citizens of the 
United States, and they wish the Kettle 
river country's trade and wealth should 
be corralled for their own ("ouutrymen, 
The mining men, ou tho other hand, 
want the lleinze road built, and built 
quickly, for they have a liniitleaa quan- 
tity of valuable ore which they want 
Mr. I leinze to smelt and refine and dress 
for them. Moreover, these people know 
that the Corbiu road can bo ijuilt and 
equipped for ft fraction of what it will 
coat a Canadian road, 

Tho building of the road between Pen- 
tictoa and llobson muat coat enormously 
at both ends, Corbin'e railroad will 
connect tho Boundary camps with three 
transconlinental railroads at Spokane, 
while the Kobaon and Pentioton road 
will be merely local till such time aa it 
can be pushed to the Coast. Moreover, 
tho Corbin road can reach Midway along 
the river, wliile the Kobson and "Pentic 
ton road will be compelled to go up the 
North Fork of the Kettle river, and 
thence across a divide three thousand 
feet high to Boundary Creek; this to 
avoid entering into American territory, 
for the Kettle river between Midway 
and Grand Forks sweeps sonthward and 
flows through American territory for 
twenty-five miles. 

It ia more than likely that the Robaon 
and Penticton road will leave Kettle 
river at Ivock creek, and thence to the 
Okanagan and Penticton, This route I 
have jubt travereed, and I find it a most 
diilicult place to build a railroad through. 
Of course railroads can be constructed 
over Skagway pass aa well as over the 
Andes in these daysof railroad engineer 
ing triumphs, but the initial cost of all 
such enterprises has to be borne, and 
tliose served of the road must ultimately 
pay the piper. True the provincial gov 
ernment baa granted a land subsidy, and 
from Miiiway to Penticton a subsidy of 
.$-1,000 a mile to whatever railroad builds 
this line. But such subsidies sre paltry 
items in building a road like the Rob 
Fon and I'eaticton, for such subsidies, 
iSo capitalist would accept the risk of 
building a line which would have the 
competition of Corbin's railroad to dea' 
with. Tho line would, indeed, haul the 
products of the Okanagan country to the 
mining camps of Boundary, Trail, Rosa 
land, and probably the Slocan. It is 
true, also, that Victoria and Vancouver 
merchants would And this tbe quickest 
route to ship their goods into Boundary 
and West Kootenay. Coast travel would 
also be speediest this way. But mer^ 
chants are human, and if Mr. Corbin 
were to cut a rate to Midway, the Pen- 
ticton-Rol)50u road must do likewise. 
All these things are considered by capi- 
talists before they i>ut money in new 
railroad venturea. I am told, of course, 
that the Canadian Pacific is rich and en- 
terprising enough to build such a road, 
hut tho management ot the Canadian 
Pacific acts like other capital- 
ists. It calculates the expendi- 
ture and the probable revenue to a 
nicety and acts accordingly. The Cana- 
dian Pacitic knew for years the vuHt ad- 
vantages and benefits that must accrue 
to Canada from the Crow's Nest Pass 
railroad , but it did not build till it hail 
secured a big subsidy of $10,000 a mile 
and tlie lion's share of tlie coal ot ttiat 
district, A big corporation, unless run 
in Buch a manner, would aooii be strand- 
ed in slioala and liilll cullies. From all 
thia I infer that there is no possible 
proajjcct of the Ilobson-Penticion road 
being built without a vastly increased 
Dominion or Provincial grant in aid. 
Ultimately it would be of enormous ben- 
elit to the province and to Canada to re- 
tain the treatment ot tbe Boundary ores 
and to create markets in the ICuotenay 
tor Boundary and Okanagan farm pro- 
ducts. 

In Germany, France and England 
much attention is denoted to the ad- 
vancement of agrlcultnral science. In 
the United States there is an agricul- 
tural college in almost e^ery state of the 
Union. Horticnitural and other associ- 
ations of an agricultural nature, receive 
liberal e rants froni the various etate 
governnionts, and during the Inst twelve 
years tho Farmers' InstituLe syelem haa 
obtained a aouiid footing in the beat 
agricultural states ot the Union. This 
last, named organization seema to be the 
beat in discriminating agricultural 
knowledge, of a practical nature, among 
tho agricultural claHses, In Ontario, 
and several states of tho Union, the ser- 
vices of practical men, -who have made a 
Buccesa of farming, are ahvaya available. 
They appear upon tfie platforms of In- 
stitute meetings and give information 
direct, which has always a much greater 
influence than when given as printed 
matter. 

The Fruit Growers' Aaaociation of this 
province are to be congratulated for the 
rapid strides they have made in tho ad- 
vancement of tho fruit industry. Alont' 
tho lines of pest-inapection, they might 
well bo copied by the Eastern provinces, 
In the way of securing a better class of 
fruit and getting fruit growers to pay 
particular attention to the packing, tliey 
(lavo made marked progress, and their 
influence in securing lower shipping 
nates and better markets baa been a 
great Buccesa from a financial point of 
view. What they have done for the 
fruit industry may be done to a large 
extent for farming in . general by the 
BacceBsful vorkin;; of^Farmere' Inati- 
tutee. . X.F. Pateiibon, B.S.'A. '

UNINON PACIFIC SALE. 

Coates' Syndicate Urge the Advantage of 
Their Bid for the Property. 

LoKDOK, Oct. 28. — LongcablemeBBagcp 
hare been aent to the United States A t- 
torney-General MoKenna in the matter 
of the Union Pacific Bale on behalf of tlie 
Coatea syndicate, making oU'erB meeting 
tho objeutione raised. 

Tlie syndicate claims that its bid 
woukl produce $20,000,000 more to the 
government than any other bid, and 
urges that the sale be adjourned until 
December 15, to enable congresa to de- 
termine tho advisability of tho accept- 
ance of bonds in partial payment. The 
Ooatea contend that by the sale of tlie 
Union I'acific separately the United 
.States government will he a loaor, while 
the Coatea propose to pay the govern- 
ment in full for both roads. 

Tlio final cable moseago sent yesterday 
asEcrta that the latest Schifl' bid is very 
little lietter than previous bids, and tliat 
once Mr. St:hiir baa secured the Union 
Pacific he will have tlie Kansas division 
at Ilia mercy and be able to get it at his 
own priee. 

The despatch concludes ae followB: 
If the government Becures a postpone- 
ment of the sale to December the Coatea 
ayndicate will furnish gnaranteea to pay 
iij full the government claims on both 
roads. Congreas can then determine 
whether both roads uhould be sold con- 
currently. 

" By our bids we have already earned 
.'fS,000,Oi)0 for the government, and are 
entitled to a fair opportunity, to more 
than fonr weeks' notice of sale of these 
great roads, to secure tho property on the 
biaia of gettinc some more millions for 
tha government."

"On My Honor at a Sailor, I Won't I.eaTO 
I'ou," Sahl tbo Captain to a Swede Sailor, 
liruvcry and Pathos In tho Sea Uuulncu 
of the Old Days. 

"Bahl" he said. "You havo a lot to 
learn, young man, You have as much 
scutimont in your construction as this 
stick I carry. 

"The idea of a youth like yon trying 
to tell mo that there is aa much bravery 
tnd pathos attached to seafaring now as 
(hero was when I was master cf a wind 
iammorl You probably believe that you 
are correct in your statement; but, man 
alive, youiiro making a fool of yourself. 
Here in these days you have lifeboats 
big and stout enough to carry an army 
of men. You havo steam to manipulate 
the falls, patent davits to swing clear. 
No lowering away by bands and no get- 
ting them back over tbo side with every 
pound of flesh a-pulling. New fangled 
guns for throwing a lifb lino, rafts that 
won't go to pieces in the first chop of a 
sea, cork jackets that need no instruction 
cards, but which go on like a man's 
vest; pumps that are rusty for want of 
use, seamless plates and dozens of other 
iuTeotions in these days. Where were 
they in the old times? 

"Let mo tell you somotbing. I don't 
say but tha^ there are many bravo and 
gallant u^rinors in the business now. 
But tlio Old shipwreck meant more in 
the matter of life taking than tho ship- 
wreck of today docs. Did you ever hear 
toll of a sailor of tho old school trying 
to get into a boat before the passengers 
were out of danger? You needn't say 
yon havo, because you have not. Why, 
the only ones who ever attempt any- 
thing of that kind are stokers and fire- 
men and rowdies who have the impu- 
dence to call themselves sailors. 

"I rcnjember the case oj a shore loafer 
named Holmes, who tried a slienanigan 
like that. Ho was afterward tried in tho 
United States circuit court at Philadel- 
phia aud was convicted of man.'laughtcr. 
Ho was one of 30 shipwrci ^.ed jjersoii.s 
who took to the long bout, vrhich was 
greatly overloaded and cou.sfantly in 
daiigor of sinking. Well, this beach rat 
Holmes and some more of Abraham's 
men threw overboard 16 passengers, two 
of whom were women, to lighten the 
boat. Tho court held that a sailor is 
bound by kuv, if necessiuy, to sacrifice 
his life to save tho life of passougors. 
Furthermoro ■ tho court held that while 
two sailors might struggle with each 
other for tho possession of tho same 
plank which could save but one, if a 
passenger were on the plank even tho 
law of necessity would not justify the 
sailers in taking it from him. You do 
not thiuk much of that law? Well, it is 
the law of God. It is also the law ot 
duty. 

"Did yon ever hear of tho ca.se of 
Captain Nutmau of the ship Aidar? Ho 
was u good sailor aud a gallant master 
and no matter wimt muuy may think, 
it is passible to be both. His ship foun- 
dered, but he refused to be taken off. 
Do you loiow why he refused to he taken 
off? There was an injured man on board, 
and while tho old timbers wero going 
to pieces under l>i very feet bo kuelt 
down aud said to the man: 

•* 'I won't leave yon* lad. On my 
honor*as a sailor I won't.' 

"On his honor as a sajlor ho would 
not le.ivo him. Have you ever board of 
anything more toucliingly honest? Cap- 
tain Nutman went down with bis ship, 
but nianagt'd to bold on to bis man and 
to get to the bottom of an upturned 
boat, from which they were afterward 
rescued. Itwas a mouth^or soafter that 
when a townsman asked Captain Nnt- 
mau what the name of the rescued man 
was. • 

"'Why, 1 never inquired,' he said. 
'Ho just signed articles in the regnlar 
way. I nmy havo heard it then, but I 
do not know it now. Ho was a Swede, 
that'.s all I know of him.' 

"Tlio friend shook bis bead iu uston- 
iBliuiciit iis he inquired: 

"•Whatl A .Swede? T;ike all that 
chance for a Swede?' 

"Why. yes, oven for a Swede. I didn't 
c.'iTo whether ho was a Swede or a 
Lapluuder. He was a good .sailor aud 
would havo done the same for mo hud 
things been reversed."

The ("iiiUiin lov<Si tfiat dog bettor than 
he liivi il his liti', and he stood up in tbo 
boat us ho took oil' his coat and said : 

" 'I cannot see him dio like this. 
Give him my place iu tlio boat. I can 
hold (in to tho pkink, and lie cannot.' 

"Tlitfji was a cliQrus of dissent, and 
(luo of'-iWi sailors struck the brute over 
the Im^d with the bhuleof an oar, while 
auothor pulltd his sheath knife. 

" 'Don't hurt him, ' said the captain 
kindly, but firmly.

Now she is Mrs. Susan 
Boyco, but when she was L:;icolu's 
gwcetlicait she was Miss Susan Bold of 
Kcw Salem, on the Sangamoo river, iu 
Illinois. 

"My father was one of Liucoln's best 
friends," sho said in speaking oi bor 
acqnaintauce with Prcsideut Liucoln. 
"Ho was Lewis O. Beid,.aud it was ho 
who took Liucoln to Springfield and in- 
troduced him to William E. Soward, 
from whom bo borrowed tho first law- 
books ho ever read. Mr. Lincoln aud 
my father belonged to tho same politi- 
cal party, aud they used to talk politics 
by the hour. I first met him iu 1830 at 
tho house of a neighbor named Able. 
There was quite a party of youug peo- 
ple there, and I remember that ho seem- 
ed very bashful. Ho soon began to pay 
me u g«id deal of attention, which 
pleased my father more than it did me, 
for my father liked him very much and 
hud groat faith iu him. Mr. Liucoln of- 
ten took mo out horsoback ridiug aud 
to singing school aud church. Ho was 
a spiritualist, and he believed in 
dreams. He often told mo his dreams 
were prophetic. Ho also talked of tho 
stars a great deal, and I remember I 
thought him a queer kind of fellow. 
Still ho was very entertaining, and be 
studied hard all tbo time. 

' 'He was not as ardent a lover as I've 
seen since, but ho kept his case going 
pretty lively aud pressed mo bard for an 
an.swcr. Ho told mo I was the first wo- 
man ho over loved, and that he was 
sure ho could never lovo any one else as 
lio did uie, and I relievo he meant what 
ho said. 1 did not want to marry bim 
becauso I didn't love bim, and so I in- 
vented a story about being engaged to 
a youug man back in Kentucky, where 
wo bad come from. That cooled bia ar- 
dor for a littlo while, but ho soon began 
coming to see mo again, and finally he 
told my father that bo would call on a 
certain day for my final answer. Whcu 
tho day camo, I made it a point to bo 
away from home, and Lincoln didn't 
get o^tr tho way I treated him. My 
father lectured mo about it and told nie 
1 had made a duuco of mysolf, but my 
mother took my part and said that if I 
did not love him I onght not to marry 
him. 

"Whilo Lincoln was courting mo wo 
were one night at u littlo party where 
tho young folks wero trying their for- 
tuuea with a Bibl* aud a door key. Mr. 
Lincoln was always very much inter- 
ested in .sucii things, and at onco he 
v.-autod tn know ull about the game. It 
was explained to bim that tho koy 
would bo placed on a verso in tbo open 
Bible, aud when questious were asked 
the key was supposed to turn by super- 
natural power. Lincoln asked, 'Will 
Susio marry a man whoso name begins 
v, illi L?' and tho key did not move. Then 
bo asked, 'Will she marry a man whcio 
name begins with B?' and tbo key 
whirled.

Mr. Hnlburt Sayi' lt .Can Be Carried On to ; 
Great Advantage by tbe : Farmers . 

Mr. AV. H. Hulbert of Lake Hill, 
Saanich road, having noticed the arliclea 
in the CoLOXiSTon flax growing, brought 
to town with him yesterday a sample o£ 
flax grown by himeelf, and elated that 
he would be pleased to give eome hints 
oni flas culture in the hope that some of < 
the fnrmera might benefit. Mr. Hulbert 
has bad a large experience as a flax 
grower in England and therefore the re- 
sult of bis experimenta in growing in 
Britiaii Columbia are naturally more 
valuable than if he were inexperienced 
at the buainees. Just for the sake of 
experiment, he put in a small plot of 
flax on his place, planting it on the very 
poorest gravelly soil ho could find; so 
poor, indeed, that a few manuold he 
planted in the same soil have not grown 
much thicker than his thumb. Yetthia 
unpromising soil gave a result in yield 
that be says fairly aBtonished him. He 
planted the tlax in March, and feels sure 
that if be had put it in a month earlier 
it would tave grown to a greater length. 
Still the sample be ahowe it, well headed, 
and he sayB that even discarding the 
fibre the flax seed alone would pay well 
for the growini:. 

Tbo growth and preparation of flax 
for the market is a very simple procpts, 
Mr. Hulbert explained, not retiuiring 
any implement tliat a farmer could not 
himeelf make. 

One point bejlwished to make tlcar 
was that it is not required to eoak tho 
flax in water to treat it, for dew-ripened 
llax he found the beet, and witti the 
heavy dewa and eunny days here he 
conaidera British Columbia nn ideal 
place for flax cultivation. After the 
flax is cut tho flax eeed ia taken out by 
a very simple contrivance like pressing 
the beads between two boards hinged at 
one end. After this the fibre is spread 
out on the ground in swathee, and 
turned every day till ripened. It ia then 
put through what is called a break, 
simply three boards with the upper edge 
sharpened nailed together, with spaces 
between them longitudinally for a simi- 
lar eet of boards to be pressed into from 
above. The fibre preBsed in this way 
loses a lot of the outer covering wl i di 
it is Bought to get rid of. Then it is 
combed in a simple manner, and this 
gives the tow which may be put up in 
round balls of a dozen pounda and sold 
for the manufacture of coaree towelling. 
For fine material it ia hammered with a 
sort of wooden hatchet until fine ae hair 
and then put up in buncbea for Bale. 

Mr. Hulbert is very willing to show 
Iho process of treating the flax, and does 
so, he wants it distinctly understood, 
simply out of a desire to aid the farmers 
in advancing their intereats and to en- 
able them to take up what he cays 
would be a moat profitable indnetry. 

One great benefit of flax culture ia 
that it chokes off weeda and thus (dears 
the land. A good clay soil he looks 
upon aa the' very beet for growing llax.

Liberal Public Assistance Necessary 
if Cauaaa Would Coutrol Trade 
and Smeltiug:. 

Midway, B.C., Oct. 22.— Locattril nt 
the junction of Bo'andary creek and tlio 
Kettle river ia the infant city of Midway. 
It is juat on the boundary line, for here 
the Kettle river flowa to the eouth au'd 
meandera throngfa United Stt^tea terri- 
tory for twenty-flve miles. The promo- 
ters and found'erB of Midway are Mon- 
treal people, and I must confess that 
they are proceeding in splendid style to 
build it up. They have built a firat-claBS 
hotel and have constructed an irrigation 
ditch at very considerable coat in order 
to pour the fructifying waters of Bound 
ary creek upon the rich but thirsty lands 
in and around the new city. The town 
baa been laid ont in anticipation of met- 
ropolitan days, for the promoters and 
boomers will tell you that in store for 
Midway is a surpassing and moat euvia 
bl«-destiny. The boomers of Cascade 
City are as modeet as milkmaids beside 
those here. Indeed, the latter folk seem 
resolved to centre at Midway the whole 
industrial enterprise of Britiah Colum- 
bia. They have selected smelter sites 
where the rich ores of Bound- 
ary are to be reduced and refln 
ed. Here is the site of i 
grand opera house that will rival Covent 
(jarden. There by the river aide ia the 
losation (or steel rolling mills, for be it 
known to all eoncerned that Midway is 
poing to rival Pittaburg in Iron, and 
Butte in copper. Here will be stately 
churches and solemn temples, public 
libraries and colleges which will be 
nurseries of claasiu lore and practical 
knowledge. 

Those grounds, which are being laid 
out with ahade trees, are destined for 
the villas and palaces of the nabobs who 
shall spring into existence through the 
fabulous wealth of these mountains stored 
with gold and other minerals. Accord 
ing to these boomers five difl'erent lines 
of railroad will meet here to exchange 
the warjs brought the north, south, east 
and west, for the gold which will be won 
from the surrounding hills and moun- 
tains. I mildly auggested that a site 
sheuld be reaerved for the removal 
thither of the provincial capital, but that 
did not cause any surprise, for theae 
folks think that both Victoria and Van- 
couver will in a decade be mere side 
shows in comparison with Midway. 
"The toiler lives forever, but the dreamer 
dies in a day." 

I am not going to foster the illuBions 
of these gentlemen. Midway baa a 
charming situation and a most excellent 
climate. It is equally distant from iiu- 
reka and Camp McKinney, and all rail- 
roads proceeding to or from the Green- 
wood camps must en route touch here. 
The Spokane Falls & Northern will reach 
Midway from Marcus up Kettle river, a 
distance of 75 miles, and the railroad 
from Penticton, about 80 miles away, 
mast come to Midway to reach Green 
wood or Grand Forks. Indeed, there ia 
but little doubt but that thia will become 
a place of considerable importance, 
though that it will ever be to this couu 
try what Salt Lake ia to Utah and Den- 
ver is to Colorado, I have my grave 
doubts. I am, however, inclined to the 
belief chat it will be the principal town 
located on the banka of the Kettle river, 
and that means much. 

Of the Kettle river and the valley 
through which it flows but little has yet 
been written. The early settlers and 
pioneers of thia country were drawn 
thither by luat of gold, and knew but 
little of nature's beautiful and sublime 
tnanifeatations and cared less. They 
rooted and dug in the aands and bars of 
the Kettle river's thouaaiid tributary 
streams, but the glorious beauty of these 
fir-clad hills and mountain, or the en- 
chanting lovelineas of this river's scene- 
ry they never saw. Neither wag the 
race of placer seekers one that tarried 
long. They passed as pasa the zephyrs 
of aummertide, or the fashions of the 
gay world. But in their wake has come 
another race — the race that delvea and 
digs for the fruita and flowera of Mother

Earth, and throughout thia valley even 
now are gardena and orchards, aud pas- 
ture lands and grain fields, aa fruitful 
and productive aa any in the Dominion. 
Pioneer ranchera have cattle on a thou- 
sand hills, and nestling in the shadow of 
those hills, or on the banka of this 'jg. 
lighttul river, are the happy and ^^^^ 
handsome homes of the lucky ' .(oa^era 
who followed in the wake • of j,j 
seekers of the sixties.

000 people, or aimoat equal to the entire 
white pop'jiation oi the province now. 
But to d j tJiis irrigation will have to be 
used p xtensively, and the land must be 
j bror.ght to a high state of cultivation. 

1 Ilrfppy, indeed, is tlie lot of those whose 
lato it shall be to dwell upon the banks 
of this river, engaged in pastoral or 
agricultural puretiits. Daily and hourly 
they will be in touch with nature in her 
most exquisite and beautiful moods, for 
hardly ever has it been vay lot to gaze 
upon such incomparable livjer and syrnn 
scenery aa this. I have travelled for 
fully one hundred miles along this river's 
banks, and never for one moment did 
the landscape cease to be picturesque 
and beautiful. Frequently the rippling 
waves on their onward journey to the 
Columbia glide along tiny isles of 
luxurant foliage, and more oft they kiss 
the niosa covered banks whereon grow 
tamarac and cotton wood in all the 
gorneouB foliage of autumn, while high 
above all. in the background and reach 
ing to the skies, are the dark lir clad 
mountains casting their enchanting hues 
over the crystal waters of tiiis lovely 
river. At intervals a series of natural 
parka reach back from the river, and 
hero, in the ages to come, men to whom 
fortune is kind will build their villas, 
the better to enjoy the charm and love- 
liness of this peerless region. 

But opposition parties ia provincial or 
national legislatureB do not like grants 
in aid of railroads. They emell corrup 
tion a thousand leagnea off in auch be 
nevolence. Theira is the bnainess to 
Qnd fault and to complain, and strong 
governments find their hands often tied 
for fear of public clamor. For thia reaa 
on I am inclined to the belief that the 
American linea will bo firat in Boundary, 
and that they will have corralled the 
trade and reaourcea of thia marvellously 
rich country before the Canadian people 
wake up to the magnitude of them. In 
this I am of course liable to be mistaken, 
but still I am ready to wager that with- 
in two years railroad trains will be haul 
ing one thousand tons daily of the cop 
per and gold ores of Boundary to Am- 
erican smelters while not a single pound 
of it will be smelted on the Canadian 
aide. This of course is not 
much of a consolation to the people 
of RoBsland, for it will compel 
them to ship to American emelters also ; 
for as I have already pointed ont, for 
cheaper and economical treatment Roea- 
land ores can best be reduced in con 
junction with Boundary ores. Under 
eui.'h circumstances, for instance, the 
Heinze smelter at Trail would be choked 
oft from Boundary, and could not at- 
tempt to compete with American smelt- 
ers even for Rossland ores, and it would 
have to follow the example of the Pilot 
Bay smelter and close down. Were the 
Canadian Pacific to build the Robaon- 
Boundary line, with the aid of the gov- 
ernment, it is even doubtful if the 
Heinze smelter can compete with Am- 
ericans, for the policy of the Caua 
dian Pacific ia to secure a long 
and not a short haul on ore, It 
would prefer to haul Boundary ores to 
Tacoma and Everett rather than to 
Robson and Trail, for the same reason 
that it prefers hauling Slocan ores to 8t 
Paul for the KaniiaB Oityand the Omaha 
emelters. Thia should be taken into ac- 
count by those who think that the Cana- 
dian Pacific will promote the building of 
smelters at Columbia river points. It 
would be good policy for the Canadian 
Pacific to promote ameltera at V'ancou- 
ver, but not at Robson, for the manage- 
ment of the big corporation is more con- 
cerned to show big tonnage than to 
cheapen reduction for the mine owners 
of the Kootenay and Boundary, 

Indeed, the veriest tyro can see that 
an independent line of railroad, running 
from Nelson and Robson and thence to 
the Boundary and Penticton, and on 
to Vancouver, is just what would render 
the people of this province secure. There 
is little doubt but that British Colum- 
binns desire auch a road, but Dominion 
aid ia aecessary to procure it. 

I have dwelt on this railroad question 
because it ia a subject of vital importance 
here, and it ia sure to come np In an 
scale form before the next Provincial 
iind Dominion parliainente. It is well 
that Canadiana in general sliould know 
how the whole railroad problem, with 
its many perplexities, is viewed in the 
country more imniediately concerned. 
rVnd for these reaaons I need hardly 
ajiologize for lengthening out my corre- 
spondence in dealing with it.

Everyone knows Captain John Irving, 
manager of the CP.N, Co., and it ia 
generally conceded that the genial Cap- 
tain's ability to gresp a situation is be- 
yond question. Having just returned 
from a leagthened visit to eastern points, 
Captain Irvlng's opinion, formed as a 
result thereof, waa asked yesterday, and 
in reply a considerable amount of infor- 
mation which ia of interest juat now wab 
obtained. 

To say that the presiding geniua of the 
Canadian Pacific Navigation Company ia 
an optimiat would perhaps be to over- 
state the case. He ia firat, laat and all 
the time a busineaa man, .and while he 
realizes aa well aa the majority the im- 
portance which the northward rush 
of the people in the apring will 
have for victoria, he doean t consider 
that the prognostication s which have 
been made In regard to the .dimensionB 
or duration of the rust quite justified by 
the circumatancea. The C.P.N, Com- 
pany won for themselves considerable 
praise during the summer by the man- 
ner in which they handled the traffic 
from Victoria to northern points, which 
it will be remembered came unexpected- 
ly. The company intend next year to add 
inore laurela to the many they already 
enjoy, and although at present they have 
made no arrangements to increase their 
fleet, the number of vesaela owned by 
tbem will enable them to maintain a 
regular and reliable service between this 
city and VVrangel, Skagway, Dyea and 
DawBon City. Captain Irving SDys that 
although the ignorance existing in the 
eastern states of the Union in regard to 
the Klondyke region ia profoand, the en- 
terprise which ia beins: evinced by many 
of the people there in the direction of or- 
ganizing wild-cat "Yukon companies" is 
in keeping with the general reputation 
enjoyed by the down oast Yankee. Plans 
for tiie formation of transportation com 
panics, trading ayndicatee, mining cor- 
porationa and other scbemea for coral- 
ling the elusive dollars of a gullible pub- 
lic, are plentiful, and, thanks to the ad- 
vertising which is thus being given to 
the Yukon countrj', thouaanda of people 
flock westwards and northwards during 
the early apring. The " boom " will, iu 
Captain Irving'a opinion, exceed that of 
the Californian experience of '-lit, with 
this important difference. The olijaate 
of the Yukon country will Bev ve to deter 
possible immigration, and will almost 
certainlv prohibit actual settlement, It 
is true, however, be added, that in some 
portions of the country aericulture can 
be followed with profit. Barley, hemp, 
potatoes and other root vegetables, can 
be cultivated to advantage, an opinion 
which finds full endorsement in the pub- 
liahed reporta of Dr. Dawson. 

Captain Irving, who is sometimes in- 
clined to the prophetic mood, holds very 
firmly to the opinion that Victoria busi- 
ness men must avail themselves of every 
possible means to reap an advantage 
from next year's trade. The boom, 
which will be very marked then, is not 
likely to continue for many seasons, he 
thinks, BO that to make hay while the 
sun shines will be the policy of the com 
pany with which he is associated and is 
the advice hs gives to others. 

The proposed extension of the outer 
wharf, corubined with existing accom- 
modation, will, in the Captain's judg- 
ment, furnish all the space needed, not- 
withstandlDg Ms estimate that three 
steamers will moat likely leave Victoria 
every day. Twenty-four veasela will be 
engaged in the trade, aa follows : The 
Homer, Al-Ki, Queen, City of Topeka, 
City of .Seattle, Santa Cruz, Rosalie, 
Farallon, Danube, Islander, Tees, Prin- 
ceas Louiee, Utopia, Willamette, llie 
two now G.P.R. boats, four now beiiiu 
arranged for from Euglaud, and otbei 
four which will be eeut from the AtLin- 
tic coast, in addition to an imknowr 
quantity ol tugboats and smaller craft. 

" You may say to your readera," con- 
cluded Captain Irving, " that two points 
should be iinpreseed upon the public 
and reiterated again and again, and thote 
are that the miiRliiooin transportation 
companies, organized in a night, should 
be shun"' (i if satisfaction is expected, 
and thm Victoria is, by reaaon of her 
aituati'Mi and natural advantages, the 
place t 1 outfit and start from." All ol 
wbu ' , generally admitteil ns being true, 
shoM' I in the Captain's judgment bo 
made known, widely, persistently and at 
once.
